Robert Wilson And Fred Slugg 
Fatally Injured By Cave At 
McGillivray On Monday 


Body of Fred Slugg Recovered Early Tuesday 
Morning; Robert Wilson’s Body Recovered Late 
Wednesday Evening; Inquest Friday Evening 


The body of Robert Wilson was 
located at 10 o’clock last night and 
brought to the surface. The cor¬ 
oner’s jury will view the body to¬ 
day and release for burial, as it 
has already done with the body of 
Fred Slugg. 

Two employees of the McGilli¬ 
vray Creek Coal and Coke Com¬ 
pany, Limited, Fred Slugg, 23, and 
Robert Wilson, 47, were entombed 
in the workings of the mine Mon ¬ 
day afternoon, 

Rescue crews entered the mine 
immediately and at an early hour 
Tuesday morning the body of Fred 
Slugg was brought to the surface. 
Robert Wilson had not been reach¬ 
ed late Wednesday afternoon, and 
the rescue workers were still in 
the mine clearing the debris. 

District Mines Inspector Evan 
Morgan, of Blairmore, was notified 
at once of the accident, and has 
been on the scene as the repre¬ 
sentative of the mines branch here. 

Issues Statement 

In a statement Tuesday morning, 
Albert F. Short, vice-president of 
the McGillivray mine, said: , 

“A cave in 168 pillar, No. 1 level, 
in the mine Monday afternoon bur¬ 
ied two men, Robert Wilson, 47, 
and Fred Slugg, 23. Rescue work 

rtUtied immddiftUly following Uvo - 

accident and proceeded all through 
the night. 

“The body of Fred Slugg was re¬ 
covered at approximately 2 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. The body of , 
Robert Wilson has not been recov¬ 
ered. In view of the elapsed time 
since the accident, all hope of find¬ 
ing Mr. Wilson alive has been 
abandoned.” 

Find Body 

Rescue workers toiled for hours 
through the night. The buckets and 
some of the clothes of the men 
were found and brought out. Then 
the body of young Slugg was found. 

The inquest will probably be held 
Friday evening at 7 o’clock in the 
Council Chamber. 


Darkness still clouds the fate 
of Robert Wilson, aged 47, who 
along with IFred Slugg, was buried 
in a cave-in at McGillivray Creek 
mine on Monday afternoon. As 
this is being written miners and 
officials are still working un¬ 
ceasingly to-find him.

Deceased was seven years when 
the family moved from Corbin to 
Coleman where they have resided 
since. He attended the local pub¬ 
lic and high schools and was very 
active in sports. Following his 
school years he gained employ¬ 
ment with a local garage and 
four years ago entered the em¬ 
ploy of McGillivray Creek Coal 
and Coke 'Co. Ltd. 

On Oct. 25, 1941, he married 
Miss Mary Garner, of Coleman, 
and was the father of a little 
daughter, Marilyn. 

Fred’s sports interest centred on 
hockey and he was goalie when 
the local juniors won the provin¬ 
cial B championship.

Conjestion Causes 
Problem In 
Local Schools 

Number of Grade Seven 
Students Sent Back to Cameron 
Schools; Board Meets in Spscial 
Session 

Conjestion in grade 7 of Central 
school created quite a problem 
last week, culminating in a spec¬ 
ial session of the school board 
at the week-end at which were 
present, Mr. Hinman, superinten¬ 
dent of Pincher Creek school div¬ 
ision, principal Hoyle and Miss 
A. Yuill, principal of Cameron 
school. All board members were 
present with the exception of 
Trustee Snoad. 

Principal Hoyle in explaining 
the situation stated that there was 
was an overcrowding of grade 7 
in Central school, there being 62 
students in this particular grade. 
He remarked that this over¬ 
crowding had been creeping up on 
the staff for the past several 
years. Jn an effort to allieviate 
the situation, Chairman Evans, 
Trustee Stigler and himself had 
sent a number of grade 7 students, 
who had attended Cameron school, 
last year, back to Cameron school. 
Miss Yuill, however, felt she had 
not the facilities for teaching 
grade seven 7 and had sent the 
students back to Central school 
and asked that grade 6 students 
be sent to west Coleman. 

The objection to sending grade 

6 students to Cameron school 
continued Principal Hoyle, would 
necessitate sending students Who 
might reside in east Coleman or 
perhaps Graftontown and it was 
deemed wiser to still deal with 
grade 7 students. 

It was then suggested that the 
corridor alongside the auditorium 
be made into a ciaaa room tmd 
that Miss Johnston, of Cameron 
school be brought to Central 
school as an additional teacher. 
This suggestion, added Principal 
Hoyle, would first have to meet 
the approval of the schools' in¬ 
spector as it violated every rule 
that pertained to a school class 
room. Miss Johnston had been 
approached regarding coming to 
Central school and had consented, 
having cleaned out her desk on 
Friday at Cameron school. 

The inspector having listened 
to Mr. Hoyle, at once ruled out 
the suggestion of using a cor¬ 
ridor as a classroom. He then 
dealt chiefly with Miss Yuill in 
an endeavor to get grade 7 over¬ 
flow back to Cameron school. 

Miss Yuill gave a detailed ex¬ 
planation of the conditions pre¬ 
vailing at Cameron school and 
stated she was teaching some 
grade 4 subjects, and all of grades 
5 and 6. She added that Cameron 
school did not have the facilities 
for teaching grade 7 but the in¬ 
spector assured her that Board 
would remedy that condition. 

After an hour of discussing 
various suggestidns it 'was agreed 
that Miss Johnston would be ask¬ 
ed to go back to Cameron school. 
At least seventeen grade 7 stu¬ 
dents who had attended Cameron 
school last year would be sent 
back to Cameron school for grade 

7 studies along with as many other 
grade 7 students who, with the 
consent of their parents, would 
attend Cameron school for the 
next school year. 

In addition M5ss Johnston 
would be asked to also teach a 
number of grade 6 students, thus 
reducing the number of students 
which Miss Yuill has under her 
supervision. 

The meeting ended with Board 
placing the 'whole matter into 
the hands of Inspector Hinman, 
Miss Yuill and Mr. Hoyle. The 
former two left the meeting and 
went direct to Miss Johnston’s 
home where the situation was 
explained to her.

DOR the recent Jewish New Year

AN EVENT OF GREAT SIGNIFICANCE took place recently in Eng¬ 
land, when six thousand women, representing all branches of war workers, 
were invited to the Albert Hall in London as guests of the British govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Churchill and all the members of his cabinet were present 
to address Jhe gathering and to answer questions. Among the many fine 
tributes paid to the-women assembled there, was that of Mr. Ernest Bevin, 
British Minister of Labor and National Service, who told them that “women 
had tipped the scales between defeat and Victory.” This point was also 
emphasized by the Prime ; Minister in a lengthy and impressive address, 
during which he warned his listeners that there was much bitter fighting 
ahead of us, and that it would be disastrous if there should be any slacken¬ 
ing of the national effort now. While all those present at the meeting 
were British women, it was felt that the tributes paid to them were for all 
women of the United Nations, who are carrying on in industry and in the 
services, thus'releasing men or active duty.

At that time the women of Britain took on many new and un¬ 
familiar duties, which they have continued to perform with great suc¬ 
cess.* The British Ministry of Information: has given out some interesting* 
details of the way in which Britain’s womanpower has been organized. We j 
are told that there are 17,250,000 British women between the ages of 
eighteen and forty-five and that over 7,000,000 are employed in full-time 
paid work in the armed forces, civilian defense and in industry. Nearly 
10,000,000 of the 17,250,000 mentioned previously, are married women with 
childfen under fourteen years of age, and they are not asked to undertake 
war work. Married women with children over fourteen years old may take 
part-time employment and there are 600,000 housewives now engaged in 
part-time positions.. Thus it is clear that there has been almost total 
mobilization of Britain’s womanpower, and that by their efforts they may 
well have tipped the scales between victory and defeat.

111 Many Jobs ^y * he Ministr y of Information. These show 
• that sixty per cent, of the employees in the 

Royal Ordnance factories are women. These factories are employed in 
making explosives, filling shells and making guns. Forty'per cent, of the 
workers in the British aircraft industry are women, as are thirty-five 
per cent, of the employees in engineering and allied industries. While it 
is pointed put that those who are in war industries and in the services per¬ 
form the most spectacular tasks, there is almost no occupation outside of 
actual fighting which the women of Britain have not undertake^. It is said 
that the female staff in post offices has risen from twenty-three per cent, 
in 1939 to forty-one per cent, in 1942. Before the war, there were only 
three full time post-women, and now there are over ten thousand. Eighty-' 
five thousand women are now replacing men in all types of work on the 
railroads of Britain, afid there are over sixty thousand women engaged in 
full time work in agriculture, in addition to many thousands of seasonal 
and part-time workers. These are only a few of the many ways in which;

Ambassador Lord Halifax, in an 
j article written for the magazine 
“World Affairs,” expresses the be- 
order of the lief that the United States, Britain, 
trade board, Russia and China are the nations 
which have the most to contribute 
in “getting the world on its feet 
again after the war.” 

“Between us,” he writes, “we dis¬ 
pose of a very large part of the 
world’s resources in manpower, in¬ 
dustrial strength and material 
wealth. If we want a better world 
[... it is up to us to get it started. 

I “Small powers know to their grief 
I how discord or inertia among the 
[great can make small problems into 
big ones and big ones into calamities.

The Victory Loan. 

The Fifth Victory Loan is now in full swing and 
each evening totals from various parts of the Domin¬ 
ion are received over the radio and in newspapers. 
Canada, as expected, is maintaining a daily average 
which will see her obtain her objective within the 
three weeks time limit. 

Coleman is showing better results in the first three 
days subscriptions than it did last April. Canvassers 
report that many people hitherto hard to sell have 
changed radically in their opinion on bonds. They re¬ 
port that they are being received with courtesy 
everywhere and that the majority of citizens have 
already given their bond purchases much thought 
and have the amount ready when the canvasser calls. 

Another point which the canvassers are a little 
surprised at is the general feeling of the public that 
this is the most important loan ever launched in Can¬ 
ada. On this loan depends whether the war will be 
continued or shortened by many months. They feel 
that the enemy is groggy and now is the time to hit 
him with everything^they have and so not allow him 
to get his “second wind.” It’s very probable that they 
may be right. 

Coleman Growing 

We sat at a school board meeting this week and 
heard the statement made that Coleman was grow¬ 
ing, and that all its growth was taking place on the 
eastern part of the district. It was further stated 
that it might be necessary in the near future to make 
the dividing line on Mayfair Avenue (Motordrome 
and Vendor’s store) and those west of the avenue to 
go to West Coleman school and those east to attend 
Central school. 

The meeting was called to better distribute 62 
grade 7 students,-some of necessity having to attend 
a grade 7 class at Cameron school. It is doubtful if 
many parents would sit quietly by, especially those 
in the centre part of town, and allow their children 
brave winter winds in walking up to West Coleman. 
Should the time come when the dividing line has to 
he brought further east the school board will have 
to give serious thought towards creating more class¬ 
rooms at Central school and employing more teach¬ 
ers.

Sports' Assoc. 
Held Semi-Annual 
Meeting 

Committees Give Reports; 

Endeavor to Have Arena Hive 

of Activity this Winter. 

On Sunday evening in the com¬ 
munity hall Coleman Sports’ As¬ 
sociation held its first semi-an- 
nul meeting before* a fair gather¬ 
ing of members. In the absence 
of president Wm. Field, vice-pres¬ 
ident A. A. Fraser presided. 

In his remarks Mr. Fraser stat¬ 
ed that the Association had 'been 
organized at a most difficult time. 
Labor and material was high 
and a great deal of money would 
be involved if "*the Association 
went " about repairing sports’ 
fields and buildings necessary 
for the promotion of local sport. 

The July 1 sports had been most 
successful and would 'be contin¬ 
ued in the future. 

The aim of the association was 
the promotion of sports in Cole- 
yian for young and old. In deal¬ 
ing with the arena he stated it 
was in very bad shape, the roof 
being no better than a screen 
door. The south half of the arena 
roof was gone while only a part 


of the north half was serviceable. 
Through lack of organization the 
arena had been allowed to deter¬ 
iorate. The building had now 1 been 
leased to the association by the 
town. All the repairs would be¬ 
long to the "town. 

Much debate had been 'heard 
on a new location for the arena 
and since no avenue was being 
overlooked an estimate w;as be¬ 
ing prepared at the present time 
for moving the arena. Mr. Fraser 
cautioned however that " it was 
only an estimate and it was not 
to be taken for granted that the 
arena was going to be moved. It 
would require approximately 
$2500 to put a new roof on the 
■building. 

At present time they had an 
estimate of $570 to repair parts 
of the roof and this expense did 
not carry a guarantee. 

Membership cards had been 
printed and each member and his 
dependents would receive their 
cards late r in the year. 

A isoftiball league had been 
sponsored during the summer 
months and some equipment 
purchased for the July 1 sports 
had been turned over to the 
league for its use. 

Treasurer Joe Emmerson read 
the financial report which reveal¬ 
ed the Association had a little 
better than $1100 in the fund. 
This report will be published at 


a later date. 

Mr. Emmerson in making his 
report revealed not a single 
member had withdrawn his sup¬ 
port from the association. 

Secretary Steve Ondrus stated 
in his report that fees were 25c 
monthly. A member, paying his 
monthly fee, also had sports 
facilities obtainable for his wife 
and family, the youngsters rang¬ 
ing in ages from 8 to 18 years. 

Frank Aboussafy, member of 
the executive, stated that every 
effort would !be made to open the 
the curling rink this winter. 
Curling fees would be determined 
at a later date. 

School Board Notes 

At the general meeting of the 
school board at the week-end the 
matter of tumbling in the high 
school auditorium was discussed 
■with Inspector Hinman. 

The board was giving serious 
consideration towards prohibiting 
tumbling in the auditorium as 
cracks were , appearing in the 
ceilings of the rooms underneath. 
Inspector H i' n m a n appealed 
against the board prohibiting 
tumbling and pointed out that 
drill marches would create more 
vibration than would tumbling 
and offered suggestions for elim¬ 
ination of the cracks in the ceil¬ 


ings. The board agreed to con¬ 
tinue tumbling in the P.T. course. 

Principal Hoyle reported that 
upon his instructions books of four 
studenlts, who had contracted scar¬ 
let fever, had "been burned. He 
suggested that the board com¬ 
pensate the students to the extent 
of half the purchase price. His 
suggestion was complied with. 

Mr. Harvey Wlheatcroft, of Cal¬ 
gary, will continue to tune the 
school pianos. 

The provincial trustees con¬ 
vention will be held in Calgary 
on Nov. 10, 11 , 12. It was agreed 
that a delegate should be sent 
from Coleman, said delegate to 
be chosen at the next board meet¬ 
ing. 

A few resolutions will be drawn 
up, the most important of which 
will deal wth the soldiers’ tax 
exemption. The, Board has no ob¬ 
jection to soldiers 'being tax free 
but it is the trustees’ opinion that 
since the province passed such 
legislation it is only fair that the 
province compensate the school 
districts for lost revenue.

Major George O’Neil was then 
introduced in his opening re¬ 
marks touched upon the fine win¬ 
dow displays featuring 'pictures 
of Coleman young people in the 
armed forces. He dealt briefly 
with events following pearl Har¬ 
bour and frankly admitted that 
Canada had been fighting the 
United States’ battle for more 
than a year before the U.S. woke 
up to that fact. 

The Egyptian campaign he 
likened to the Battle of Supply. 
He traced the British retreat 
right back, to El Alamein which 
he attributed to lack of supplies. 
At El Alamein, however, the sup¬ 
plies started to get through and 
history now records the glorious 
march of the Eighth Army right 
through to Tunisia. He paid tri¬ 
bute to the young boys and girls 
who are fighting our battles. 

“We are going to win this war,” 
stated Major O’Neill, “but so far 
we have only dented the Euro¬ 
pean fortress. Thank God for men 
like Churchill, thank god for men 
like Roosevelt,” he continued. We 
are only a melting pot for tbe 
nationalities of the world. He re¬ 
marked that his job was with the 
American air force command and 
it was his duty to keep the sup¬ 
plies rolling to the war theatres 
of the world. We must maintain 
the Battle of Supply or we can 
still lose this war, stated the Ma¬ 
jor. He gave figures on the large 
loss of 60 Fortresses over Ger- 
mafty last week. The loss in men 
was 600 although approximately 
half of them were thought to be 
prisoners-of-war. The financial 
loss was $18,000,000. He was con¬ 
fident Canadian^ would again 
oversubscribe thjpr loan. 

Upon concluding his address 
Major O’Neill was honored by 
the audience singing “(For He’s 
a Jolly Good Fellow” followed 
with much applause.. 

Miss Dorothea Simpson gave a 
grand demonstration of twirling 
the batons.

In tri¬ 
bute to the memory of P|0 Rogers 
the audience stood for one min¬ 
ute’s silenca. 

F L Clifford dealt briefly with 
his stay at Malta, revealing that 
they had been bombed day and 
night, it being oft times almost 
impossible to get a British plane 
into the air. At last a convoy 
fought its way through danger¬ 
ous waters to the island and 
brought with it approximately 
. 100 Spitfire fighting planes. The 
machines were practicall all as¬ 
sembled overnight and in the en¬ 
suing air battles during the next 
four days over 250 German air¬ 
craft were shot out of the sky. 
Following that-the island became 
more liveable. He stressed the 
- point that the arrival of supplies 
in the form of Spitfires, etc. was 
responsible for turning the tide 
at Malta. Oversubscription of the 
Fifth Victory Loan would keep on 
turning the tide as more and more 
supplies rolled off 'Canadian war 
plants. Oversubscription of the 
war loan would also enaible the 
boys in Sicily, Italy and in every 
war theatre to come back home 
that much more quickly. It was 
only 4 a case of getting the sup¬ 
plies, concluded F|L Clifford.

Experiments designed to produce 
fire-resisting wooden lifeboats for 
merchant ships are being conducted 
by Britain’s shipping authorities.

H.M.S. Musketeer, one of the new 
fast ”M” class destroyers in the Bri¬ 
tish navy, celebrated her first an¬ 
niversary at sea and 60,000th mile 
the same day. 

A new food element, called food 
yeast, with a slightly meaty flavor 
and as much as 50 per cent, 
grade protein content, has been de-1 
veloped in Britain.

MENTAL ILLNESS 

An individual is just as apt to 
suffer from a sick mind as from an 
Infected appendix or gastric ulcers, 
but to most people mental illness still 
spells a major crisis with serious 
social and economic implications for 
the relatives as well as the patient. 

The stigma that is still attached to 
mental illness, militates against seek¬ 
ing early medical advice, and accept¬ 
ing that advice when treatment is 
counselled. A national, understand¬ 
ing conception of such misfortune, 
when it comes, will help to put the 
patient under competent medical care 
promptly, assure his protection, and 
relieve relatives of much of the Sense 
of stigma, which is only a hang¬ 
over from the days of witchcraft 
and casting out devils. 

A major contribution to bringing 
about a more rational public atti¬ 
tude toward mental illness has been 
made by Edith M. Stem, an authori¬ 
tative lay writer, whose little book, 

"Mental Illness: A Guide for the 
Family,” has been published by The 
Commonwealth Fund, New York 
($1.00 U.S.) Mrs. Stem answers the 
anxious questions of those who have 
mentally ill relatives. 

Two well known Canadian authori¬ 
ties in the mental health field recom¬ 
mend that this book be made avail¬ 
able to all public health nurses. It 
would make a good handbook for 
physicians as well as nurses but 
since mental ill health may strike 
any one, we recommend it for gen¬ 
eral reading. The language and 
presentation are in simple English.

High Quality Flax 

uiadian Flax Compares Favorably 
With That Of Other Countries 

The quality of Canadian flax in 
comparison with that of other coun¬ 
tries is very favourable, states the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
in a report on Oil Speeds Investiga¬ 
tions. Iodine in the oil content -is 
Important. In a study of four 
varieties of flax grown at 54 stations 
from Alaska to Mexico, the iodine 
number from the samples grown in 
Canada exceeded those from' any 
other region? except those grown in 
the southwest under irrigation. As 
compared with the Great Plains and 
Northern Prairie regions where most | 
of the U.S. crop is grown, the Cana¬ 
dian grown flax averaged 12 points 
better in iodine number. In test com¬ 
parisons between Argentine and 
Canadian flax, the iodine content of 
the Canadian flaxseed was some¬ 
what higher.

1 cup grated raw potatoes 

1 cup grated soft bread crumbs 
94 cup suet, finely chopped 

2 tablespoons sour milk 

94 cup sifted all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1 y 8 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

1 cup seedless raisins 
1 cup currants 
14 cup brown sugar 
Yi cup Crown Brand Corn Syrup 
(4 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon ground allspice. 

Mix ingredients in order given.
